THE ALLIES’ RESERVE ARMY 


The importance of the step taken by the United States some days 


ago, wh a the president agreed to the brigading of American troops 


with British and French units, i s 'more clearly recognized abroad than 


in this country. 
The emphasis which is placed upon it by British and 


French leaders is exceedingly interesting. 
In his speech oil the Irish 


home rule proposal Mr. Lloyd George again referred to this m atter 


and said th at President Wilson’s decision regarding the use of Amer­ 


ican troops with the British and French was ‘hhe most remarkable 


decision ever taken by an executive.” 


To sa y that is to say a great deal., Mr. Lloyd George said further 


.that the preside nt's action was “tilt' only way in which .America could 


render practical assistance* in* this battle.” 
So far America has played 


very Utile part in the battle, certainly not a sufficient part to justify 


Mr. Lloyd George iii ascribing such great importance to the president’s 


action. 
It follows as a reasonable deduction that America’s part in 


the battle is Mil! to come .and that it will be an im portant part. 


lf this is the case, we may L ei renewed confidence in the exist­ 


ence of a reserve army on the allied side available for use and des­ 


tined to be used at the right moment. 
Upon no other theory can we 


explain the importance which Mr. Lloyd George evidently attaches to 


the decision of the president regarding the use of the American troops. 
American troops must form a part of this reserve arm y, though the 


bulk of ii is probably French, and somewhere soon, it would seem, 


this reserve arm y must si l ike*. 
It may be, if the British in the north 


can not hold on, that the reserve army will have to bo used to bolster 


up Hie defensive lines there instead of to launch an ollensive stroke; 


hut Fuck will not use it for a purely defensive purpose if he can help 


it.
